Immediate arrest of liquor law vio­ 
lators without waiting for issuance 
of a search w arrant is also provided.

J., March 9 -Charles 
DIG laconic, 20, bank clerk, rescued 
unconscious from a time locked safe 
shortly before last 
midnight, 
will 
live aa the result of heroic work by 
firemen, police, mechanics and asso­ 
ciates to get him out of the airtight 
vault, it was announced at general 
hospital today. 
DIGiucomo, accidently locked 
in 
the vault by a 
youthful 
associate. 
William Templeton, was found near 
dead, his banda and feet bleeding af­ 
ter the rescuers had worked in re­ 
lays for four 
hours, 
drilling 
and 
burning 
their 
way 
through 
the 
thick steel roof. 
‘ 
The lad s plight was the result of 
a joking prank. 
As he was worktug 
near closing time in the vault, Tem­ 
pleton, his chum, called to him to 
"hu rry up or I’ll lock you In". 
De- 
Giacomo answered laughingly and 
Templeton, authorities auld, gave the 
door a slight shove to "scare him ”, 
The door moved easier than Temple­ 
ton thought, and as he heard the 
time lock click he ran acreaming to 
G arrett Kuilken, cashier. 
The vault, 
of highly scientific construction, once 
locked in the evening could not be 
opened until 8:30 tile next morning. 
Jack Kushner, 
banker, 
directed 
the rescue work. He sent In an alarm 
that brought firemen, policemen, hos­ 
pital men, a physician and skilled 
workmen from 
construction 
firms 
and the electric light company. 
In relays the men attacked the 18 
Inch roof of the vault with drills and 
torches, the latter being abandoned 
after the first small opening was 
made to save the air inside. Through 
this first opening Dr. Erwin New­ 
man placed an oxygen 
tube 
inside 
and 
man nod 
tile 
oxygen 
pump. 
Kushner dropped a note to the boy 
telling him he would soon be out, but 
the lad already 
was 
unconscious, 
near complete suffocation. 
As hundreds crowded outside the 
hank, tile rescuers worked desperate­ 
ly. 
Kusiiner 
bad 
an 
ambulance 
tick ed up to the door, the motor run­ 
ning, and the driver at 
tile 
wheel 
ready for a dash to the hospital. An­ 
other hour’s work and 
he 
lowered 
himself into the vault 
and 
brought 
DiGiacomo out. 
As the boy’s parents 
heard 
the 
cheers of Hie crowd at 
the 
rescue, 
they collapsed in their borne where 
they had been persuaded 
to 
stay. 
Templeton also collapsed as the res­ 
cue neared completion. 
DiGiacomo’* face was bruised and 
blackened, his fingernails torn and 
bleeding aa lie was carried out, evi­ 
dence of the terror he 
had 
gone 
through beforo he lost his senses. His 
body was bruised, and his breathing 
hardly discernible with medical in­ 
struments.

Now that the legislative l>oclion have taken what is likely to lie 
a long vacat ion at the conclusion of two years of the Harding ad­ 
ministration, the nation is reviewing the work that has been ac­ 
complished by the administration, which was made responsible 
for carrying on the country's business at a time when main ad­ 
justments were necessary. 
President Harding took the reins at the lime when I la- coun­ 
try was passing from war-time conditions into these that de­ 
manded a return to a peace-time basis. 
The war had inevitably 
led to the increase of personnel in governmental departments, to 
an enormous increase in expenditures and to a spend-thrift policy 
that could not Vie for long sustained even by a wealthy government. 
Pledged to a policy of retrenchment, President Harding Introduced 
the budget bureau and attempted in every way to bring sane busi­ 
ness methods into governmental departments. 
Statistics show 
that he has done well in carrying out his plans, despite the fact 
that congress has not always listened to the advice of the budget 
bureau. 
President Harding has aimed at cooperation rather than co­ 
ercion in his dealings with congress; he has not swung tho “ big 
stick’' as some of his predecessors did. 
He took office at a time 
when the people had come to resent his immediate predecessor’s 
efforts to control not only the executive hut also the legislative 
branches of the government. 
The president’s experience in tin 
senate probably helped him to work with the legislative branch 
of the government. 
And, despite the few instances in Which con­ 
gress has gone against the best judgment of the chief executive, 
generally he has had the support of congress in the recommenda­ 
tions that he has made. 
" 
It has been necessary for the president to veto certain meas­ 
ures that congress passed, and his vetoes have been dictated by 
an intelligent and just appraisal of the certain effect of the meas­ 
ures. 
The president proved by his veto that he is unwilling to 
do the bidding of congress unless the legislative body finds the 
means for discharging the obligations which it places upon the 
treasury. 
President Harding has been finding his feet on ground mon* 
or less treacherous and it is reasonable to believe that the next 
two years will find him taking a stronger stand for those things 
that he believes ought to be done if this nation is to realize its own 
advantage and offer its meed of service to a distracted w.»rId. 
But it is not likely that the president will attempt to dominate 
the legislative branch of the government; he is more likely to in­ 
vite the public to wield its influence upon congress than he is to 
attempt to enforce decisions by waving the “ big stick** that his 
high office places in his hands, 
lf the president leads the* people, 
the people will attend to congress, and the country will be saved 
from a repetition of a deadlock between the legislative and execu­ 
tive branches.of the government.

TWO YEARS OK PRESIDENT II A ROI NO 


Now that the legislative bodies have taken what is likely to he 
a long vacation at the conclusion of two years of the Maiding ad­ 
ministration, the nation is reviewing the work that has been ac­ 
complished by the administration, which was made responsive 
for carrying on the country’s business at a time when many ad­ 
justm ents were necessary.
